The system will generate baseline 
calculations to determine rates.

Rate Checkup is available at all times and 
committed to the security of your information.

The Rate Checkup program is a free on-line tool that was developed to assist small Kansas 
public water supply systems with the process of reviewing water rates. This tool was made 
available and developed through funding from KDHE and additional technical assistance is 
available and provided by Ranson Financial Group through a technical assistance contract 
with KDHE.
 
This training will provide classroom instruction as well as interactive use of the Rate 
Checkup tool.  The session provides participants with a basic understanding of the on-line 
tool’s functionality and usability.  Participants will be able to work through the on-line 
registration process, input of historical data, forecasting of revenues and expenses, capital 
improvement projection functions, building up reserves, and multiple scenario analysis.  
For better discussion opportunities, it is recommended that a participant has attended a 
Rates & Financial Planning Workshop prior to attending a Kansas Water Rate Checkup Tool 
Workshop, but is not a requirement.
